On Saturday, 
October 10, MBA will 
host the first annual 
Spanish Immersion day, 
an event created by the 
Nashville Task Force on 
Foreign Language 
Teaching. For a nomi- 
nal fee of two dollars, 
students from all over 
Nashville can partici- 
pate. Taught by area 
teachers, Vanderbilt 
faculty, graduate stu- 
dents, and special 
guests, the program is 
divided into three lev- 
els: Beginning (Spanish 
l&ll). Intermediate 
(Spanish 111), and Ad- 
vanced (Spanish 
IV&V). 

The theme of 
the day is Columbus’ 
encounter in the Ameri- 
cas, but the forty minute 
se.ssions vary from cul- 
tural aspects of Spanish 
America and Spain 
(dance, music, geogra- 
phy, ftxxl, an) to Span- 
ish language sessions in 


the computer lab using 
modern software. 
While the Intermediate 
Level highlights a study 
of the ancient Maya, the 
Advanced level, follow- 
ing a session on the life 
of Columbus himself, 
features a debate, in 
Spanish, on 
the contro- 
versy re- 
gard ing 
Columbus’ 
encounter. 

The high- 
light of the 
afternoon 
is an ex- 
hibit ofPre- 
Columbian 
artifacts discovered in 
Mexico and donated to 
the Parthenon. 

Registration 
begins at 9:30; students 
are admitted on a first- 
come first-serve basis,, 
with a 200 person limit. 
Lunch is provided at 
noon, and the program 
ends at 3:00 in the after- 
noon. 


On Saturday, 
October 17, MBA will 
host the French Immer- 
sion Day, a.k.a. French 
Fair, from nine in the 
morning to nine at night. 
The aim of the Day, 
according to director 
Sue Fenton, is to in- 


crease student aware- 
ness of French culture 
outside France and in 
Nashville, and to give 
students information for 
pursuing French in 
higher education. 

For a minimal 
rcgi.stration fee of $2.00, 
students may choose 


three out of thirteen pos- 
sible sessions, which 
include interactive 
events such as French 
Impressionist painting, 
mime, African dance, 
and a popular session on 
current French street 
slang. In addition, all 
students will 
spend one 
session in the 
big gymna- 
sium, which 
will be trans- 
formed into a 
French vil- 
lage combin- 
ing settings 
from numer- 
ous French 
speaking nations. With 
displays created in area 
schools, highlights of 
the Village include a 
twenty foot Eiffel 
Tower; a cafe serving 
authentic French bever- 
age; twelve foot wide 
mural backdrops in- 
cluding the Alps, ocean

views, and North Afri- 
can deserts; and much 
more. 

From 7:30pm 
to 9:00pm, the small 
gym plays host to a 
Marti-Gras Ball featur- 
ing widescreen French 
music videos and a com- 
petitive float parade. 
Prize trophies will be 
given for the winners of 
the competition, and 
throughout the Day in 
the Village, authentic 
French trinkets will be 
sold. And what French 
outing would be com- 
plete without fine 
French cuisine? A fa- 
mous chef will provide 
authentic French din- 
ing- reservations are 
necessary. Finally, ev- 
ery student will receive 
a packet including in- 
formation regarding 
French related options 
in college and beyond.
